Day by day, as the war goes on. 
more grandmothers will be caring 
for children. Some of these children 
are left by men in the armed force*, 
and some by women at work.

grandchildren. In her attempts to 
prove her love she can do much 
harm Grandma, try to keep in mind 
your responsibility for bringing up 
I these children to be strong, healthy 
I and well disciplined in right living 
You want them to be good citizens 
now and to continue to grow into; 
good citizens. Try to bring these 
children up with the same wise dis­ 
cipline by which you guided your 
own children. 
The father and mother of your 
grandchildren 
may 
have 
learned 
some wise modern facts and ways 
about choosing food for them, cul­ 
tivating proper eating habits and 
other good health habits. Do go on 
training the grandchildren accord­ 
ing to these rules.
